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NO OFFICIAL ADVICES 


Have Reached Washington of the 


Relief of the Legations 


in Pekin. 


TRUTHOFREPORTSNOT DOUBTED 


Washington, Aug. 17.—Out of the 


gloom of the recent acute crisis came 
the cheering information from many 
sources today, unofficial? but so cir- 
cumstantial and positive 
as to be 


generally credited in official quarters, 
that the allied armies had reached 
Pekin and that the legationers had 
been relieved, 


This information came from press 


dispatches from London, Shanghai 
and Berlin, and were eagerly scanned 
by the officials in Washington. 


They were unable, however, to fur- 


nish the slightest confirmation, neith- 
er the state, war and navy 
depart- 


ments, nor the Chinese minister, hav- 
ing any advices that this happy con- 
firmation had been reached. 


When the cabinet session began at 


11 o'clock it was with the lack of offi- 
cial information, and yet the convic- 
tion from unofficial information pre- 
vailed that the crisis had been re- 
lieved. 
At the state department a 


cipher dispatch was received from 
Consul Fowler at Chee Foo, a point 
quite near Pekin, but unfortunately it 
conveyed no word of the arrival at 
Pekin, nor the rescue of the lega- 
tions, referring to points already 
pretty well known, 


A dispatch' from Admiral Kemy, 


dated at Taku yesterday, gave in- 
formation as to the situation at Pe- 
kin on the 10th. 


The Chinese minister was elated 


when word reached him of the press 
dispatches announcing that the lega- 
tioners had been relieved. Not a 
word come to him confirmatory of the 
reports, and this led him to examine 
the unofficial advices from Shanghai 
and elsewhere with considerable care. 
He pointed out that Shanghai was 
some eight hundred miles from Pekin, 
and it was surprising that informa- 
tion did not come from Tien Tsin or 
Chee Foo, only about one hundred 
miles from Pekin and the base of the 
allied forces. 


Moreover, the appeal of Li Hung 


Chang for an armistice was dated the 
15th, and showed that Earl Li did not 
know at that time of the alleged re- 
tirement of the imperial party from 
Pekin, 


He, however, was disposed to credit 


the reports, even in the absence of of- 
ficial information^ He reckoned that 
since the allied forces were at Tung 
Chow there had been ample time to 
cover the short distance between that 
place and Pekin, so that reports tal- 
lied with his own calculation on what 
was likely to have occured. 


The Chinese officials 
have no 


knowledge whatever of the reported 
departure of the empress dowager 
andd the imperial household from Pe 
kin on August 7, as mentioned in 
the 
'Shanghai 
dispatches. 
The 


place named as the point which they 
took for refuge is said to be about 
100 miles back from Pekin. 
It is 


not where the summer palaces are 
located. 
Humors have heretofore 


reached Chinese officials that a move- 
ment from Pekin might be made, 
but they have never been borne out 
by official advices. 
If the imperial 


party has left Pekin, it is said it will 
make no change in the present moves 
of the imperial government, as the 
authority goes with the emperor 
wherever he may be located. 


If it provesi true that the lega 


tioners are relieved the gravest crisis 
is removed. 
But there remain many 


-momentous questions to be deter 
mined. 


It appears to be accepted that a 


least some of the powers will keep 
their military forces i^ China, a 
least until all questions growing out 
of the crisis are settled. 


This is expected to involve ques- 


tions not only of money inddemniflca- 
tion, but of territorial extension on 
the part of some of the European 
parties to the controversy* It is not 
believed that the United States will 
be a party to any such territorial 
controversy, as the declaration of 
Secretary Hay, made at the begin- 
ning of the trouble, forecasted the 
purpose of this government to seek 
to praterve Chinese territorial and 
administrative entity/

There have been many changes in 


the situation, since that declaration 
was made, and yet it seems to clear- 
y indicate that if territorial exten- 
sion is one of the sequels to the cri- 
is, the United States will not be a 
party to it. 


Chinese officials are apprehensive 
hat a long period of diplomatic ex- 
hange may follow the crisis, cover- 
ng six months or a year, during 
which Germany, France and some of 
he other powers will keep their 
armies on Chinese soil to reinforce 
xtreme demands of money and ter- 
itorial indemnity. 
With China's present impotent con- 
Lition there appears to be no issue 
>ut of this long struggle, but her 
eventually yielding to the various 
demands.

MINISTERS ARE RESCUED 


Emperor, Empress Dowager, Prince Tuan 


and the Imperial Household Fled from 


Pekin as the Allies Approached. 


ENTRANCE TO THE CAPITAL OF EMPIRE WAS UNOPPOSED 


Berlin, Aug. 17.—It is semi-officially anounced that the foreign legations at Pekin have been re- 


lieved. 


ALLIES ENTERED WITHOUT FIGHTING. 


London, Aug. 17.— "The allies have entered Pekin without fighting, the legations are relieved 


and the foreigners are liberated." The foregoing received from the German consul at Shanghai, 
was given out by the Berlin foreign office at 1 p. m. 


INIPRIAL HOUSEHOLD FLEES FROM PEKIN. 


London, Aug. 17.— A dispatch from Shanghai says: "The allies entered Pekin August 15. It is 


believed that Yuan-Shih-Kai's troops have gone thence to Sheiv Si to protect the empress, who, ac- 
cording to reports received by local officials here, with Tuan, the imperial household and the bulk 
of the army and boxers, left Pekin August 7 for Hsian-Fu." 


LI HUNG CHANG RECEIVES THE NEWS OFFICIALLY. 


Shanghai, Aug. 1.— 2:40 P. M.— Li Hunq Chang has received a telegraphic dispatch announc- 


ing that the allied forces entered Pekin Wednesday, August 15, without opposition. 


The British troops will land here tomorrow. All is quiet here and in the Yang-Tse valley. 


London, Aug. 17.—"The allies have

Sandusky, 0., Aug. 17,—Lake 


Shore train No. 3, west bound, was 
wrecked at Bay Bridge, near San- 
dusky, at 1 o'clock this morning. 


The train left Cleveland at 10:55 


p. m. and struck a broken rail near 
Bay Bridge, five miles west of San- 
dusky. 
The engine and two mail 


cars passed over the bridge safely. 
The next three cars, consisting of 
two mail and a combination car, went 
over the bridge into Sandusky bay 
in twenty feet of water. 


The rest of the train left ther track, 


but did not go over the bridge, and 
beyond a severe shaking up and a 
bad scare, no one was injured in these 
cars. 


The three cars piled up in a mass 


in the water below, imprisoning the 
mail clerks, and the passengers In 
the combination baggage and pas- 
senger coach. 


Not a life was lost, passengers and 


employes climbing through windows 
and doors and being rescued from 
the water with slight injuries. 


The cars are sixty feet long and 


two of them stood partially on end in 
the twenty feet of water. 
Wreck 


•trains were sent out at once from 
Toledo and Sandusky. 


Doctors were secured from 
Port 


Clinton and Sandusky. They took 
care of the wounded and were sent 
back home at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


The conductor's report says every 


one is accounted for. None of those 
injured will die. Not a person is 
thought to have been seriously in* 
jured. 


The broken rail was on the west 


bound track, near the east end of 
the Bay bridge. The bridge was un- 
injured, and traffic was delayed but 
slightly.

RUNNING AT HIGH SPEED. 
At the time of the wreck the train 


was running thirty-five miles an 
hour. 


Trainmen rescued the fourteen im- 


prisoned passengers in the combina- 
tion coach. The mail clerks in the 
submerged car were assisted by the 
employes of the Portland cement 
works, located near th« bridge. 


The bridge on which the wrexik oc- 


curred is half a mile long, and but 
six feet above the water, which is 
from fourteen to twenty feet deep. 
A large amount of mail is still in the 
water. Host of the Lake Shore tains 
this morning were obliged to go 
around by the Norwalk division, but 
the broken rail has been fixed and 
traffic has been resumed on the San- 
dusky branch. 


The wrecked train was in charge of 


Engineer George L. Walters, of Cleve- 
land, and Conductor Henry Vincent, 
of Collingwood. 


In addition to the cars that went 


into the bay, two sleepers were de- 
railed, but no one in them was in- 
jured. 


After *6tting up camp the three men 
started in the wagon for a near-by 
ice house to get ice for the camp, and 
were killed while crossing the track! 
of the railroad.

and Mrs. Bryan, as there were loud 
cheers not only for "the next presi- 
dent," but also for "the next presi- 
dent's wife." Mrs. Bryan was pre- 
sented with a bouquet of roses. 
WHY HE GOBS TO THE PEOPLE. 


Mr. Bryan spoke at some length in 


his reply, first expressing 
his and 


Bryan's appreciation of the good will 
of their towns-people of all parties, 
and explaining why he went away 
from home to meet people instead of 
having them come to Lincoln to see 
him. 'On this latter point he said; 


"I have sometimes been criticised 


for going away from home instead of 
staying here and having people come 
to see me, but I have felt, in 
the 


first place, that people could not 
come here as well as they could go to 
Canton. Lincoln is not in the center 
of a thickly populated country, as 
Canton is, and our people have not the 
means of traveling without cost, as 
they have in some parts of the coun- 
try, under some circumstances, and I 
have felt that it 
was a great deal 


cheaper for me to go and see the peo- 
ple than for me to compel them to 
come and sec me. (Aplause.) 


"Even looking at it from a business 


standpoint, looking at it from the 
standpoint of those in our city who 
would find a profit in crowds, coming 
here, I have felt that I could do more 
good by doing; that which would in- 
3ure election, for it is a great deal bet- 
ter for this city to be the home of a 
presidential 
candidate for a little 


while." 


NATIONAL POLITICS. 


Mr. Bryan then discussed national 


issues at some length, in part as fol- 
lows: 


"Not long ago a republican was 


chiding one of our people with the 
fact that the Filipinos were looking 
to a democratic election for the se- 
curing of their rights, and the repub- 
lican said: 
'Are you not ashamed 


that the Filipinos are expecting aid 
from the democrats?' And this man 
replied to the republican: 'Do you 
know of any people in all the world 
who are fighting for liberty who are 
looking to the republican party for 
help at >this time?'

WARNS THOSE WHO TOIL. 
No one can tell what the future 


has in store, but we can reason; we 


apply the rules of every-day life; 


we know human nature and we know 
hat if this nation reaches a point 
where it is willing to deny the uni- 
versal application of the principles 
set forth in the declaration of inde* 
penUence it will not be long till those 
>finciples wll not be applied in our 
iwn country, and I want to warn 
hose who toil that whenever in this 
ountry we begin to neglect the prin- 
ciples of self-government the poor 
will be the first to suffer. 
Those 


who today say 
that the dollar of 


trade is superior to the rights of the 
Filipinos will be saying in a few 
years that money is more important 
:han man and that those only who 
have great wealth have 
sufficient 


stake to have a voice in the govern- 
ment -here. 
(Applause.) 


'Our contention is that our gov- 


ernment is built upon the doctrine 
that all men are created equal. De- 
stroy that doctrine and there is no 
foundation upon which a free govern- 
ment can be built. If all men are 
created equal, if they are endowed 
with inalienable rights, if govern- 
ments are instituted among men and 
derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed, then this 
nation has no more right as a nation 
to claim the owners-hip of 8,000,000 
Filipinos than one man has a right 
to claim the ownership of another 
man. 
The republican party, which 


was not willing that a black man 
should be 
sold 
for $1,000, now 


claims that a Filipino can be bought 
for $2.50. 
(Great applause.) 
The 


principle is exactly the same." (Great 
applause.) 


In conclusion Mr. Bryan advised 


his hearers to vote in November as 
their conscience should dictate. 
"I 


cannot," he said, "feel unkindly to- 
ward those republicans who think 
so much of me that they would keep 
me in Lincoln all the time (laugh- 
ter1), but I can feel even more kindly 
of you who will give me leave pf 
absence for four years and let me 
carry out your will at the national 
capital." (Great applause and cheer- 
ing.)

After their defeat in the congresi 


the independents resumed their own 
convention in the Commercial club 
and decided to adjourn to meet in 
New York September 5 to nominat 
a national ticket. 
It is their inten 


tion to name a republican for presi 
dent, and Just now they have ii 
mind Moorefleld Storey, of Boston 
Mass. 
Ex-Senator Henderson, o 


Missouri, and William I. Palmer, o 
Colorado, are "mentioned" for secon- 
place on the ticket. 
CONFIDENT OF INDORSEMENT 


The anti-imperialists took plenty 


of time adopting their "address to 
the people/1 
They invited the inde- 


pendents to attack it, for they knew 
they had a big majority in favor of 
the Bryan indorsement* 
The reso- 


lutions were read and the speeches 
for and against consumed several 
hours. 
In the end the resolutions 


were adopted without the change of 
a word. 


The committee which drafted the 


resolutions was composed of seven 
men who in 189^ voted for Palmer 
and Buckner, ten who voted for Mc- 
Kinley, seven who voted for Bryan, 
and one who did not .vote, and the 
vote in the committee on the resolu- 
tions was unanimous. 


The address practically 
charges 


President McKinley with despotism, 
and declares that he has arrogated 
to himself the power to impose upon 
the Filipinos government without 
their consent and taxation without 
representation* 
The military cen- 


sorship maintained at Manila is the 
subject of a plank, and the anti-im- 
perialists demand its abolition. 


PROVOKES INDEPENDENTS. 
The part of the platform which pro- 


voked the independents was the sec- 
tion which recommended the direct 
support of Mr. Bryan as the most ef- 
fective means of crushing imperial- 
ism. 
This was followed by a para- 


graph, also obnoxious to New York 
men, who wanted the anti-imperial- 
ists to join with them in starting a 
new party, which declared that anti- 
imperialists were convinced of Mr. 
Bryan's sincerity and of his earnest 
purpose to secure the Filipinos their 
independence. 


FIFTEEN NEGATIVE VOTES. 
When it came time to vote, a test 


vote taken on a substitute 
offered 


showed but fifteen votes against the 
resolutions, and the anti-imperialists 
stood up and yelled as though the op- 
position had placed a majority in fa- 
vor of the resolutions in peril. 


Walter S. Holden offered a resolu- 


tion which censured the people of 
North Carolina for disfranchising the 
negro voters. Under the rules this 
resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee. This brought the colored del- 
egates to the front. They saw in this 
reference a scheme to side-track the 
resolution, and they warned the con- 
gress that if that resolution was not 
adopted the anti-imperialists would 
lose" tlie votes of 50<J,000 negroes, 


RESOLUTION FOR NEGROES. 
The committee modified the 
lan- 


guage of the Holden resolution, and 
it then was adopted to the satisfac- 
tion of the colored delegates. It reads 
as follows: 


"Resolved, That in declaring that 


the principles of the declaration of 
independence apply to all men, this

news today relieves the prolonged 
distraction. 


Now that the foreigners are res- 


cued a more intricate problem con- 
fronts/the poweis. A Chinese policy 
must be adopted and China must give 
civilization a bond to keep the peace. 
War with China seems to have be^n 
averted and now the European pow- 
ers must avert war among them- 
selves.

getting aboard, putting

Sunday morning at 9 o'clock. We left 
under fine weather and would have 
had an enjoyable trip if the

bunkers had not caught fire. 


"All the boys had to pass coal to get 


it out 
I went down at 6:30 a. m, 


and worked until 11, but I could 
stand it no longer. The heat waa so 
intense one could not stay mora than 
fifteen minutes at a time; then after 
a half-hour rest we would go at it 
again. They took some of the boys 
out in a faint. The fire is still burn- 
ing, but it is under control, and we 
can reach Japan easily; then we will 
get coolies to do the rest. 


"Well, Budd Carson (Ninth infan- 


try) thought he had left me, but you 
can't lose me. 
Bud had a good time 


calling me a 'coffe-cooler' when 
he 


left for China some time ago, but I 
told him they would have to send for 
us. And they did. Oh. they can't do 
anything .without the Fourteenth and 
F battery and the Fifth artillery.

NO OFFICIAL ADVICES 


Have Reached.Washington of the 


Relief of the Legations 


in Pekin, 


TRUTH OF REPORTS NOT DOUBTED 


Washington, Aug. 17.—Out of the 


gloom of the recent acute crisis came 
the cheering information from many 
sources today, unofncialf but so cir- 
cumstantial and positive 
as to be 


generally credited in oilicial quarters, 
that the allied armies 
had reached 


Pekin and that the legationers had 
been relieved. 


This information came from press 


dispatclies 
from London, 
Shanghai 


and Berlin, and were eagerly scanned 
by the officials In Washington. 


They were unable, howevev, to fur- 


nish the slightest confirmation, neith- 
er the state, war and navy depart- 
ments, nor the Chinese minister, hav- 
ing any advices that this happy con- 
firmation had been reached, 
' 


When the cabinet session began at 


11 o'clock it was with the lack of offi- 
cial information, and yet the convic- 
tion from unofficial information pre- 
vailed that 
the crisis had been re- 


lieved. 
At the state department a 


cipher dispatch 
was received 
from 


Consul Fowler at Choc Foo, a point 
quite near Vekin, but unfortunately it 
conveyed no word of the arrival at 
Pekin, nor the rescue 
of the lega- 


tions, referring1 to points already 


1 pretty well known. 


A dispatch' from Admiral Remy, 


dated at Taku yesterday, gave 
in- 


formation as' to the situation at Pe- 
kin on the 10th. 


The (Chinese minister was 
elated 


when word reached him of the press 
dispatches announcing that the lega- 
tioners 
had been 
relieved. 
Not a 


word come to him confirmatory of the- 
reports, and this led him to examine 
the unofficial advices from Shanghai 
nnd elsewhere with considerable care. 
He pointed out that Shanghni was 
some eight hundred miles from Pekin, 
and it was surprising that informa- 
tion did not come from Tien Tsin or 
Ghee Foo, 
only about one hundred 


miles from Pekin and the base of the 
allied forces. 


Moreover, the appeal of Li Hung 


Chang for nn armistice waa dated the 
15th, and showed that Earl Li did not 
know at that time of the alleged re- 
tirement of tho imperial party from 
Pekin. 


He, however, was disposed to credit 


the reports, even in the absence of of- 
ficial information.' He reckoned that 
since the allied forces were at Tung 
Chow there had been ample time to 
cover the short distance between that 
place and Pekin, so that reports tal- 
lied with his own calculation 011 what 
was likely to have occured, 


The 
Chinese 
oiiicials have 
no 


knowledge whatever of the reported 
departure of the empress dowager 
amid the imperial household from Pe- 
kin on August 7, as mentioned in 
tlie 
Shanghai 
dispatches. 
The 


place named as the point which they 
took for refuge is said to be about 
100 miles back from Pekin. 
It is 


not where the summer palaces are 
located. 
Rumors have 
heretofore 


reached Chinese officials that a move- 
ment from Pekin might be made, j 
but they have never been borne out 
by official advices. 
If the imperial 


pnrty has left Pekin. it is said it will 
make no change in the present moves 


• of the imperial government, as the 


authority goes with the emperor 
wherever he may be located. 


If it proves true that the lega- 


tioners arc relieved Uie gravest crisis 
is removed. 
But there remain many 


-momentous questions to bo deter- 
mined. 


It appears to be accepted that at 


least some of the powers will keep 
their military forces i^ China, at 
least until all questions growing out 
of the crisis arc settled. 


This is expected to involve ques- 


tions not only of money iiuldemniflca- 
tion, but of territorial extension on 
the part of some of the European 
parties to the controversy. It is not 
believed that the United States will 
be a party to any such territorial 
controversy, as the declaration of 
Secretary Hay, made at the begin- 
ning of the trouble, forecasted the 
purpose of this government to seek 
to preserve Chinese territorial and 
administrative entity'.' 


He said in his note of July 3: 
"It 


idt of course, top early to'forecast the 


means of attaining this last result 
(prevent a spread of disorder), but 
the policy of the government of the 
United States is to seek a solution, 
which may bring about permanent 
safety and peace to China, preserve 
Ohincse territorial and administra- 
tive entity, to protect all rights 
guaranteed to friendly powers by 
treaty and international law, and 
safeguard for the world, the princi- 
ple of equal and impartial trade with 
all parts of the Chinese empire.'1 


There have been many changes hi 


the situation since that declaration 
was made, and yet it seems to clear- 
ly indicate that if territorial exten- 
sion is one of the sequels to the cri- 
sis, the United States will not be a 
party to it. 


Chinese officials are apprehensive 


that a long period of diplomatic ex- 
change may follow the crisis, cover- 
ing six months or si year, during 
which Germany, France and some uf 
the oilier powers 
will keep their 


armies on Chinese soil to reinforce 
extreme demands of money and ter- 
ritorial indemnity. 


With China's present impotent con- 


dition there appears to be no issue 
out of this long struggle, but her 
•ventually yielding- to tho various , 
demands.

NEW YORK. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 17.—With but 


fifteen dissenting votes the liberty 
congress of anti-imperialists formal- 
ly declared for William J. Bryan. 
All but four of tho negative votes 
were cast by independent party men, 
who also were delegates to the lib- 
erty congress. 


The independents put up a stiff 


oratorical and parliamentary fight 
against the plank in the platform 
which urged anti-imperialists to vote 
for the democratic nominees. 
Sig- 


mund Zeisler, of Chicago, was in the 
chair during the debate, and he gave 
the independents such 'fair treat- 
ment that they passed resolutions 
thanking him for his courtesy. 


After their defeat in the congress 


the independents resumed their own 
convention in the Commercial club 
n.nd decided .to adjourn to meet in 
New York September 5 to nominate 
a national ticket. 
It is their inten- 


tion to name a republican for presi- 
dent, and just now they have in 
mind Moorefield Storey, of Boston, 
Mass. 
Ex-Senator Henderson, of 


Missouri, and William I. Palmer, of 
Colorado, are "mentioned'' for second 
place on the ticket. 
CONFIDENT OF INDORSEMENT. 


The anti-imperialists 
took plenty 


of time adopting their "address to 
the people." 
They invited the hide 


pendents to attack it, for they knev 
they hud a big majority in favor of 
the Bryan indorsement. 
The reso- 


lutions were read and the speeches 
for and against consumed several 
hours. 
In the end the resolutions 


were adopted without the change of 
a word. 


The committee which drafted the 


resolutions was composed of seven 
men who in 1SO(> voted for Palmer 
und Buckner, ten who voted for Mc- 
Kinley, suveii who voted for Bryan, 
and one who did not .vote, and the 
vote in the committee on the resolu- 
tions was unanimous.

President McKinley with despotism, 
and declares that he has arrogated 
to himself the power to impose upon 
the Filipinos government without 
their consent and taxation without 
representation.

men, who wanted the anti-imperial- 
ists to join with them in starting i 
new party, which declared that nnti 
imperialists were convinced of 
Mr. 


Bryan's sincerity and of his earnesl 
purpose to secure the Filipinos theii 
independence. 


FIFTEEN NEGATIVE VOTES. 
When it came time to vote, a test 


vote taken on a substitute 
offered 


showed but fifteen votes against the 
resolutions, and the anti-imperialists 
stood up and yelled as though the op 
position had placed a majority in fa- 
rnr of the resolutions in peril. 


Walter S. Holden offered a resolu- 


tion which censured the people of 
North Carolina for disfranchising the 
negro voters. Under the ruins this 
resolution was referred to tho com- 
mittee. This brought the colored del- 
agates to the front. They saw in this 
reference a scheme to side-track the 
resolution, and they warned the con- 
gress that if that resolution was not 
idopted the nnti-imperialists would 
lose the votes of 500,000 negroes.
